John asked: 

> The cardboard backs of my Hallicrafters S38's are becoming soft and 
> crumbly with age. Has anyone found a successful method to harden and 

> preserve them.... 


I have a beautiful black dial Zenith with a big cardboard back 
that had this problem. The back tried to crumble with even gentle 
handling, and there was the added problem that the radio's 

antenna loop (a big, open-weaved thing) was built onto this 

back using glued-on wood blocks for the loop corners. 


I cut a good-quality garbage bag into a nice big 

square of plastic and tacked it down tight on a table top 
(This keeps the back from sticking to the table). 

I very carefully removed the cardboard back and layed it flat 
on the plastic. Mixed Elmers Carpenter's Wood Glue 
half-n-half with water and gave the back a good coat. 

I put smooth plastic glasses filled with water on the 

corners to keep it from warping. The plastic won't stick 

and I figured some slight "rings" were a small price to pay 
for saving the back. After a few hours I removed the glasses 
to let the corners dry. Didn't have any warping problems. 


Let it dry overnight. Turned it over and coated the 

other side. Let it dry. Then I gave both sides a fairly 
thick coat of the straight glue, unmixed. Once it was good 
and dry, it had a glossy coat and was plenty tough. 

Don't, don't don't cheat on the drying time! Pick it up 
wet and the xbest*x you can hope for is a warped back. 

The back on my Zenith has been through three moves now 

and is holding up very well.

Hi Gang, 


I've had a couple of requests for the circuit diagram of my modified DR-30 
r.f. stage. As all DR-30 owners know, the r.f. stage used a P-channel FET 
that was very susceptible to burn-out. The device is no longer available, 
and I've not been able to locate a substitute or equivalent. A simple 
modification of the circuit permits use of an ordinary N-channel dual-gate 
FET.
